PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR. 


| Whereas, The President of the United 
States of America did by his Proclamation, 
dated at Washington on the 30th day of 
March last, “designate and set apart 
THURSDAY, the thirtieth day of April, 
1863, as a day of National Humiliation, Fast- 
ing and Prayer 3” requesting the solemn and 
| religious observance of that day on the part of 
all the people of the United States, by ab- 
staining from secular pursuits and by acts of 
devotion and of public worship : : 

I do, therefore, dizect and request that this 
Proclamation of the Chief Executive 
trate of the Nation be published and promul- 
gated tothe people of Massachusetts in the 
same manner in which the Proclamation of 
the Governor of Massachusetts is accustomed 
to be promulgated, ordaining the annual Fast 
observed in this Commonwealth. And TI es- 
pecially invoke the attention of all ministers 
of the Gospel, as well as of all the good peo- 
ple of Massachuseits, in order that the day 
thus devoted asa National Sabbath to the 
}special services and duties of penitence, 

prayerand the worship of God, may be duly 
observed throughout our Commonwealth,

Extracts from General Statutes, Chap. 88. 


Sect. 52. Every owner or keeper of a 
dog shall annually on or before the thirtieth 
day of Apri, cause it to be registered, num- 
bered, described, and licensed for one year 
from the first cay of the ensuing May, in 
the office of the clerk in the city or town 
wherein he resides ; and shal! cause it to 
wear around its neck a collar distinctly mark- 
ed with its owners name and regislered num- 
ber, and shall pay for such license one dollar 
for a male and five dollars for a female dog. 

Sect. 56. Whoever keeps a dog contrary 
to the provisions of this chapter shall forfeit 
ten dollars, to be recovered by complaint to 
the use of the place wherein the dog is kept.
